Holding Down Typhoid. 


The American Medical Association 


recently reported on typhoid condi- 
tions in American cities of 
100,000 


and over in 1923. This annual cus- 
tom of theirs dates back more than 
ten years, and they yearly supply in- 
formation running back to 1906. 
The five cities which in 1923 head- 


ed the honor roll were: Norfolk, Va.; 
Des Moines, 
Hartford, 
Providence, 


and New Bedford. The honor roll in- 
cludes all cities with typhoid rates of 
two or less. Norfolk had not a single 
death from typhoid, and New Bed- 
ford and Yonkers had only one each. 


In the het of cities of the third 
rank there were rates of more than 
ten. The cities in this list, -with their 
rates, were: 
Dallas; 11-6; 
Trenton, 
11-8; Nashville, 123, Memphis. 13.'6; 
Atlanta, 17,1.

Possibly, 
also, many of the millions who were 
made immune In 1917 and 1918 have 
lost Immunity. However, in the Chi- 
cago flareup in the autumn, the age 
distribution of the cases indicated 
some immunity in the men who were 
of army age in 1917 and 1918. 
It Is 


a striking fact that as late as 1910 th* 
average typhoid rate of fifty-seven 
American, cities was materially higher 
than was that of Atlanta in 1923. . 


As late as 1915 the average of the 


fifty-seven cities would have put them 
in the third rank. The Chicago -vrate 
of a little over one. about which they 
were so proud about five year* ago, 
was bettered in 1928. by ten cities, 
among which were such large cities 
as Boston, Minneapolis, and Milwau- 
kee.

to turn some of the wheels of indus- 
try.Alcohol burning motorists, the first 
to make a public uproar against the 
soaring prices of their equivalent for 
.jas" 
attribute the 
crisis 
almost 


wholly to'American bootleggers. Their 
fuel, they protest, is being carried 
away, shipload after shipload, to sat- 
isfy American thirsts. 
Ostensibly the liquor is destined 


for St. Pierre Miquelon and other wet 
spots north of the American border. 
But that fact doesn't even fool the 
Zavas government, officials of which 
admit that St. Pierre Miquelon, for 
instance. 
has 
"imported" 
enough 


liquor in the last couple of years to 
have completely submerged it in'a 
fiery sea. 
They also admit that the 
bulk of this liquor is trans-shipped— 
if it doesn't go direct—to the Atlan- 
tic Highlands rum fleet, whence it is 
smuggled into the United States. 
St Pierre Miquelon. of course, is 


not the only favored port, though it 
is the most -favored. 
One afternoon 


recently there were seven sailing ships 
in Havana port leading liquor for St. 
Pierre Miquelon. Many other ships 
clear everv week from other Cuban 
ports. 
In' addition, small craft are 
constantly putting out from isolated 
points along the coast with liquor 
supplies, with the determination of 
eluding the customs authorities, and 
thus maJung- a, double profit 
Government officials, in admitting 


that much of Cuba's liquor finds its 
•way into dry-America, declare that is 
no business" of. theirs. The vessels 
are despatched" hence legally, they 
say and every requisite of Cuban la-w 
Slaving been filled, and that is an end, 
so far as they are conceined. Presi- 
dent Zayas is not considered partial 
to the United States and is not ex- 
pected to take any step to help that 
country enforce its drv law 
Indignation is bieaking o\er the 
fact that the p;o\einment s revenues 
are not benentting- as they should 
from exportation^, owing to the great 
prevalarice of smuggling. 
This fact, 
the growing shortage of,fuel alcohol 
and the cries in certain sections of 
the press that the situation may lead 
to annexation—an ogre unsurpassed 
ma\ eventually force the government 
to lighten up on liquor exportation 


If "it doesn't Cubans soon may find 
themselves compelled to burn the 
kind of fuel that faceteous scoff laws 
clalih td be dtinking—gasoline.

Mr. Livermore knows more perhaps 


about the flotation of this stock and 
the arrangements back of it than any 
other person in the world except Mr. 
Sinclair^ himself. 
It may be there- 


fore, that Mr. Livermore will be sum- 
moned from Palm Beach to "Washing- 
ton to give the details of the various 
transactions, unless Mr. Sinclair is 
able to supply the oil investigating 
committee vjjth all the information it 
requires. 
Mammoth Oil was put over and on 
the market with little or no excite- 
ment. 
Some 
pel sons are 
credited 


with having made millions of dollars 
out of the attending rise in Sinclair 
oils, but the money was made quietly 
out of newly created values and there 
was no "holler" In the Street because 
there was no squeeze and no one was 
hurt. 
Far more spectacular and interest- 


ing from the puWic point of view "was 
Livermore's handling of Piggly-"WigS- 
iy stock 
for 
Clarence Sanders, of 
Memphis, Tenn.. head of the company 
operating the chain stores throughout 
the country. 
The deal bro'»e San- 
ders but this vias not the fault of Liv- 
ermore. It is said in Wall Street that 
if Sanders had followed the advice of 
his broker, he would have been many 
times a millionaire today . 


Hearing that certain brokers in the 


Wall Street district were driving the 
price of riggly-T,"iggly down, by 
"co- 


ing short" or agreeing to celiver/the 
stocks at prices below that qtiotcfl on 
the stock exchanges. Sanders as h»ad 
of the company started out to "cor- 
n«r" all outstandinsr stock so that 
•when the "short" brokers were c-^Jled 
upon to deliver they would have to 
pay 
any 
price 
that 
Sanders 
de- 


manded. 
Sanders called in -tcKse I/ivermore 


to handle the deal for ha»i and before 
very long ihe price of pissb"-WsS1y 
began to skyrocket. 
"When It reached 


a certain flgure. Uvrmorc advised 
his client to take his profit and sell 
out. 
Sanders thought he knew more 


about She Wail Slreet granie than his 


wily broker so Livermore is said to 
have withdrawn from further trans- 
actions 
Then came the crash. Trad- 
ing was stopped and an arbitrary- 
price was placed on the delivery con- 
tracts. The man from Memphis who 
boasted that he had beaten Wall 
Street at its own game, found he 
could not handle the immense amount 
of stock he had bought and his per- 
sonal fortune, made out of building 
Piggly-Wiggly, was wiped out m the 
ensuing settlements. 


On the famous Wilson peace note 
leak" during the war, Livermore is 
credited 
with having gone 
80,000 
shares short on certain "war bride" 
stocks and to have cleaned up more 
than $1,000,000. 
The brokers sav it is because Liv- 


ermore has been "right" on so many 
big stock market deals lately that he 
has obtained such a following in the 
street-;—a following which apparent- 
ly can "crash" the market one way 
or the other at will. Whether Liver- 
more simply guesses right, or whether 
he has had some "pipe line* 'into real 
sources of information as to develop- 
ments likely to . affect the market, 
Wail 
Street apparently 
does not 
know. Nor does it 
seem to 
care. 


Wall Street really likes the element 
of uncertainty about Livermore. Tra- 
ders never know whether he is oper- 
ating for himself alone or for a syn- 
dicate 
The effect of what he says or 
is reported to be doing is the same. 


An office boy at S3 a week not so 


many years ago. Livermore today is 
credited with vast riches. His home 
is a modest quarter of a million-dollar 
affair out at Great Neck, L. I. The 
young broker owns an emerald for 
which he paid almost as much as for 
the house. His speed boats are his 
hobby. He will pay^any sum for a 
speedier one. Most oT the Wall Street 
men of Livermore's class set their 
speed from race horses. The racing 
bus has not yet bitten the "boy won- 
der" but it may get him any day. 


Meantime if he care*, to express a

we must understand and preserve that 
legacy 
In his Inaugural address he 
said 'the smiles of Heaven can never 
be expected on a. nation that disre- 
gards the eternal rules of order and 
right which Heaven itself has ordain- 
ed, and the preservation of the sacred 
flre of liberty and the destiny of the 
republican model ol government are 
Justly considered as deeply, perhaps 
as finally, staked on the experiment 
entrusted to the hands of American 
people' It is significant, too. that the 
ft'-st act of Congress under the new 
goiernment provided that every ex- 
ecutive, legislative, and judicial office 
of the nation and of the several states 
should take thijs solemn obligation: 
" 'I do solemnly swear that I will 
support the constitution of the United 
States' 
"In order to understand the consti- 


tution it is proper that we should get 
Washington's conception of what It 
was and what It meant. He says: 'The 
pivots upon which the whole machine 
must move, first, that the general as- 
sembly 18 not invested with more pow- j 
ers than are Indispensably necessary 
to perform the function of a govern- 
ment and consequently that no ob- 
jection ought to be made against the
